Average Income 

Average income of the Park- 
side residents is between $50 and 
$60 a week, Mrs. Kushin stated, 
and estimated that Parkside resi- 
dents spend an average of $10,- 
000 per week in Upland stores. 

Reasons for Federal low-income 
housing projects .such as Los 
Olivos and Parkside were ex- 
plained by Mrs. Douglas Black, 
housing manager, who said that 
private enterprise cannot supply 
housing cheap enough for those 
with the low-incomes and that 
slum areas were uneconomic from 
the taxpayers’ viewpoint. 

A chart showing the greater 
need for police and fire aid, and 
free health care for residents in 
bad housing areas than in good 
areas illustrated Mrs. Black’s 
talk. 

Gives History 

A brief history of the develop- 
ment of the local housing author- 
ity was given by Otto S. Roen, 
executive secretary, who went on 
to outline future steps that will 
be taken in order to provide de- 
cent, safe and sanitary housing 
for all residents. 

John Baumgartner, president of 
the coordinating council, conduct- 
ed the brief business meeting 
which preceded the talks. 

The “backyard” program to de- 
velop home recreation in Upland 
will be explained to members at 
the next meeting, Mr. Baumgart- 
ner announced.

Make Good Presidents, Speaker Declares 


There are at least 10 young men in the Republican party 
who would make outstanding presidents was the contention 
of a speaker at the meeting of the West End Young Repub- 
licans Monday night. Any one of them, he said, would pro- 
vide the country with capable leadership. 

He went on to list some of them and comment on the 
fact that each of them has led an unorthodox political 
life. He mentioned Earl Warren, Harold E. Stassen, Thomas 
E. Dewey, Robert Taft, Fred Hartley and several others. He 
told what these men have contributed to our national life 
and the reasons for their fitness to become president of the 


United States. 

In comparison, what leadership do the Democrats have 
to offer, Ross Rosengren, former president of the United States 
junior chamber of commerce, asked. Only Harry Truman, 
Henry Wallace and Claude Pepper. There is no one else of 
any national consequence and “it’s the tragedy of what we 
have lived through.” he added. 

This is something to think and ponder about whether 
you are a Republican or a Democrat. It does not lead to 
good government when a party can produce only a handful 
of leaders who might conceivably become president, particu- 
larly when they are of the caliber mentioned above. 

We in this country have been needing intelligent and 
competent leadership ever since the war ended. The state 
of affairs which exists nationally and internationally requires 
the best men in public life that we have. Mediocrity and 
political know-how in the politics of any given state is not 
sufficient training for the kind of leadership we need in Wash- 
ington. , And the question comes up again, why do the 
Democrats apparently have so few men in public life that 
the average person has ever heard of. It's something to 
think about very seriously for it is not good for any nation 
to have one of its major parties in such a defunct state. 

Mr. Rosengren had an answer to that, of course, but 
since he spoke as a Republican to Republicans some peo- 
plé might question it. But it is worth noting. He said that 
because for 16 years, we've had a@ one-man government 
there has been no opportunity to develop any kind of lead- 
ership in the Democratic ranks. It has been stifled and dis- 
couraged, he charged. 

Whether you agree with this analysis or not, the fact 
remains that outside of Truman who is now president, Henry 
Wallace and Claude Pepper seem to be the only people of 
any national importance that the Democrats have. There 
must be a reason and Mr. Rosengren’s answer does sound 
plausible and it should prove as a warning that we must 
never let any party reach such a level as this again. For 
America to meet its post-war problems as well as those of 
the future we must have able leadership not only for today 
but tomorrow as well. We must have it to continue as the 
only real great democracy in «@ world seething with socialism 
and communism. We hope the Republicans will remember 
this when they regain their national power in November.

relinquish individual “liberty” 
was, first, that the whole trend of 
modern times — in Europe, and 
here too—has progressively sub- 
ordinated individual liberty to 
what is conceived to be the’ soc- 
ial or national welfare. Thus it 
created a schism between the 
rights of the individual and the 
rights of society as a whole. 
Somewhere the schism had to be 
breached, and the Nazi _ revolu- 
tion seemed to many a way of 
breaching it.

Military Rule 

Striking against the adminis- 
trative policies in Germany, Mrs 
Rosengren, who spent a year in 
Berlin, said that the job there 
is not being adequately done be- 
cause it is in the hands of the 
military. 

“Any man whose complete 
adult life has been spent in mil- 
itary activities is not trained to 
govern a country here or abroad,” 
he declared. “I pray I never 
see a military man sitting in the 
White House.” . 

He charged that the United 
States can get along with other 
nations and said that some of the 
things we hear about Russia are 
pure “propaganda.”
